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now retain 3 in the mean time the other partsabout thefe 
cavities were fo firmly united as to become a. hard and 
folid Stone. 

Before that I confider’d the conjunction of the particles 
of divers Stones, I imagined that thefe particles were uni¬ 
ted to each other by fuch a fixt Salt, that nothing but 
Fire could feparate them 3 but I am convinced now that 
this fuppofition will not hold in all Stones. 


VI. Tart of two Letters from MrThoresby, F. <!(. S. 
to the Tubl i/her, concerning an Earthquake , which 
happened in fome places of the North of England, 
the 28 th of December , 1705. 

Y OU have heard,, no doubt, of the late Earthquake 
that affeded fome part of the North, as the dreadful 
Storm did the South; it being moft obfervable at H»//, { 
was defirous of an account from thence, that might be 
depended upon, and therefore writ to the very obliging 
Mr Bank?, Prebendary of Tork^ who being-Vicar of Hull, 
was the moft fuitable perfon I knew to addrefs my 
fell unto, and he being pleafed to favour me with a judi¬ 
cious account of it, 1 will venture to communicate it to 
you, with his pious reflexion thereupon. * As to the 
* Earthquake you mention? it was felt here on Tuefday i 
4 the 28th of the laft Month,, which was Childermas day, 
‘ about 3 or 4 minutes after 5 in the Evening 3 I coefefs j 
« did not feel it my felf, for I was at that moment walking 
‘ to vifit a fick Gentleman, and the noifc in the Streets, 
‘and my quick motion, made it impoffibie, 1 believe, for 

‘ nit 
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* me to feel it 5 but it was fo almoft univerfally felt 
‘that there can be no manner of doubt of the truth of it. 

‘ Mr Peers , my Reader, (who is an ingenious good man ) 

* was then at his St udy; and writing,but the heaving up of 
‘ his Chair and his Desk, and the fhake of his Chamber, 
4 and the ratling of his Windows, did fo amaze him, that 
4 he was really affrighted, and was forc’d for a while to 
' give over hi? work $ and there are twenty fuch inftances 
4 amongft Tradefmen , too tedious to repeat. My 

■ Wife was then in her Ciofet, and thought her China 
‘ would have come about her Ears, and my Family felt 
‘ ihe Chairs mov’d, in which they were fitting by the 
‘ Kitchen Fire fide, and heard fuch a rattle of the Pewter 

* and Windows as almoft affrighted them. A Gentlewo- 

* man not far off (aid, her Chair lifted fo high, that fbe 

* thought the great Dog had got under it, and to feve 

* her felf from falling, flipt off her Chair. 1 fent to a 

* houfe where part of a Chimney was fnak’d down, to cn- 
4 quire of the particulars $ they kept Ale, and being pretty 
4 foil of Company that were merry, they did not perceive 

* the (hock, only heard the Pewter and Glafs-windows 

* dance ; but the Landlady’s Mother, who was in a Cham- 

* ber by her felf,felt the (hock fo violent, that (he verily be- 

* liev’d the houfe to be coming down (as part of the Chim- 

* ney afore-mention’d did at the feme moment) and cryed 

* out in a fright and had fal’n,but that fhecatched hold of 
1 aTable.lt came and went fuddenly,and was attended with 

* anoifelike the Wind, tho there was then a perfed Calm. 

From other hands 1 have an account that it was felt in 
Beverly, and other places, at South Dalton particularly, 
where the Parfons Wife (my only Sifter) being alone in 
her Chamber, was fadly frighted with the heaving up of 
the Chair (he fate in, and the very fenfible fhake of the 
Room, efpecialiy the Windows, &c. A Relation of mine, 
who is a Minifter near Lincoln , being then at a Gentle¬ 
mans houfe in the Neighbourhood, was amaz’d atthemo- 
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ying of the Chairs they fat upon, which was fo violent, 
he writes every Lihib of him was fhaken ; I am'told alfo 
from a Fure hand, that fo .nigh us as Selby, where Mr Tra¬ 
vers, a Minifter, being in his Study writing, was inter¬ 
rupted much what as Mr Peers above-mentioned, which 
minds me of worthy Mr Banks's ferious conclufion. 4 And 

* now 5 hope you will not think it unbecoming my cha¬ 
racter to make this reflexion upon it, viz. that Famines, 

* Peftilences and Earthquakes, are joyned by our Blefled 
‘ Saviour, as portending future calamities, and particularly 
‘ the deftru&ion of Jcmfalem and the JcrviJh State, if not 

* the end of the World, St Matth. 24,7. And if, as Philo¬ 
sophers obferve, thofe gentler convulGons within the 

* bowels of the Earth, which give the Inhabitants but an 
, eafie jog, do nfually portend the approach of fame mere 

* dreadful Earthquake $ then furely we have reafon to 

* fear the worft.. becaufe I fear we fo well.deferve it, and 
‘ pray God of his infinite mercy to avert his future Judg- 

* ments. 


S ince my former Account of the Earthquake at Hull, 
my Coufin Cook foahas procured to me the following 
Account from his Brother, who is a Clergyman near Lin¬ 
coln, viz. that he, being about 5 in the Evening,' December 
the 20th paft, fet with a neighbouring Minifter at his 
houfe about a mile from Navenby, they were fur priz’d 
with a fudden noife, as if it had been of two or three 
Coaches driven furioufly down the Yard, whereupon 
the Servant was fentto the Door, in efcpe&ation of Tome 
Strangers, but they quickly perceiv’d what it was by the 
{baking of theChairs they fat upon, they could perceive the 
very Stones move, the.greateft damage was to the Gentle¬ 
woman, of the Houfe, who was put into fuch a fright that 
£he mifearried two days alter: he writes, they were pus 
into a greater fright upon the Faft day, when there • w 
violent a Storm, they verily thought the Church w> 
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have fallen upon them. We had alfo at Leedes a much 
greater Storm the night preceding the Faft, and a ftronger 
Wind that day, than when the fatal Storm was in the 
South, but a good Providence timed this well, to quicken 
cur too cold Devotions. 


VIII. An Account of a Book^ viz, 

Eucl nits qu.e fuperfunt omnia Gr. Lat. ex recenji* 
one 'Davidis Gregory, M. T>. AjlronomU Tr of effo¬ 
rts Sayiliani, <sr 5 . S. Oxon. 1703. Folio. 

University of Oxford intending to publifh all 
§ the Greek, Mathematicians, have begun with Euclid, 
as the ftandard Writer of the Elements of Geometry and 
Arithmetick. In this Edition is publilhed whatever has 
been believed to be Euclid's by any confidcrable Mathe¬ 
matician. But many things having been attributed to 
Euclid that are not his (as in after ages it happened to men 
of fc eftabliihed fame as he has been for above 2000 
years) Dr Gregory in the Preface, after * fhort fiimmary 
of Euclid’s Life (as far as can be gathered from the Wri¬ 
tings of the Antients, who were alhamed to fet down par¬ 
ticulars of him, who. was fo much and univerfally known) 
gives not only a defcription of every particular Book, but 
alfo his opinion whether it be truly Euclid ’s or not, with 
his Reafons. 

Firft of all are the Elements, which make two thirds of 
the whole Volume. The firft thirteen Books are certain* 
fy Euclid’s. The fourteenth and fifteenth are by moft 
thought to be Hypficks‘% of Alexandria. There are no 
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
